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CHICKEN HOUSES. 
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Messas. Evrrons.— As every person who lives 
im the country, now a days, keeps a greater or 
less number of fowls, and as it is necessary te 
have a house of some kind for their accommo- 
dation and comfort, | thought, perhaps, the fol- 
lowing cheap plan, which I have adopted, would 
be useful to some of your numerous readers:

Now dig 8 holes, each 3 feet 
deep, and put the posts into them, and fasten
